competition among the various Stand 
ard Oil companies and the commis 
ston recommends legislation * to per 
mit reopening of the oil trust cast to 
obtain modifications of the supreme 
court’s dissolution decree. 
No conclusive evidence was found 
it is stated, that 
collusion 
exists 
among the Standard companies in vio 
lation of the decree, but the commis 
sion’s findings have been transmitted 
to the attorney general. 
Prices are declared to have been 
raised arbitrarily,

natural 
causes contributed. Pronounced price 
inequalities were found in different 
parts of the1 country.

In advance of the French commis­ 
sion came word that its members in 
tend making it plain to the president 
that the lack of trained transport 
workers and men who can re-create 
the railroads and highways and the 
cities and towns of France ooliterated 
by the Germans as they are pusntng 
back, is hampering the French at this 
time, France also wants an American 
army in her trenches aa soon as pos 
sible, but this is for the moral effect 
It is expected that France will need 
at least a billion dollars during ihe 
next ten months.
